1. Claims 1 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over DE (3228479). 

DE '479 disclose a detergent composition comprising a non-enzymatic protein 
such as 5-30% casein; zeolite; 5-15% alkali silicates; cellulose derivatives; 15-25% alkyl 
benzene sulfonates; and other auxiliary agents (see abstract). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants arguments filed 9-19-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that DE '479 does not disclose a disintegrating agent. 

The examiner contends and respectfully disagrees and points applicant to the 
abstract of DE '479, wherein said abstract specifically states the use of cellulose 
derivatives at line 3. Applicant's specification specifically states cellulose derivatives as 
disintegrating agents (see page 1 1 , lines 8-9).
